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in this section. The licenses are valid for hunting on the farm unit only. This paragraph applies 
to Iowa residents actively engaged in the operation of the farm units.

CHAPTER 88 
COUNTY CONSERVATION BOARD POWERS 

H.F. 165 

AN ACT relating to the authority of the county conservation board to grant certain law enforce­
ment powers to its director and employees. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 111A.5, Code 1989, is amended to read as follows: 
111A.5 REGULATIONS - PENALTY - OFFICERS. 
The county conservation board may make, alter, amend or repeal regulations for the protec­

tion, regulation, and control of all museums, parks, preserves, parkways, playgrounds, recrea­
tion centers, and other property under its control. The regulations shall not be contrary to, 
or inconsistent with, the laws of this state. The regulations shall not take effect until ten days 
after their adoption by the board and after their publication as provided in section 331.305 
and after a copy of the regulations has been posted near each gate or principal entrance to 
the public ground to which they apply. After the publication and posting, a person violating 
a provision of the regulations which are then in effect is guilty of a simple misdemeanor. The 
board may designate the director and those employees as the director may designate as police 
officers who shall have all the powers conferred by law on police officers, peace officers, or 
sheriffs in the enforcement of the laws of this state and the apprehension of violators upon 
all property under its control within and without the county. The board may grant the direc­
tor and those employees of the board designated as police officers may the authority to enforce 
the provisions of chapters 106, 109, 110, 111, and 321G on land not under the control of the 
board within the county.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL CARE PROVIDERS

AN ACT relating to emergency medical care providers, and providing penalties. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 85.61, subsection 2, unnumbered paragraph 3, Code 1989, is amended 
to read as follows: 

"Worker" or "employee" includes a basic emergency medical care provider as defined in 
section 147.1, or an advanced emergency medical care provider as defined in section 86.6!-, s-ub­
seetiens 14-;-l-6-, &Hd W 147 A.1, only if an agreement is reached between the basic or advanced
